This application has been examined. Claims 1-12 are pending. No new 
Claims have been submitted. 

Priority 

This application claims benefits of priority from US provisional patent application 
60/207532 filed May 26,2000 and 60/225217 filed August 14, 2000. 

The effective date of the claims in this application is May 26, 2000. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claims 1-12 recite limitations for 'separating a path into a plurality of strips'. The 
Examiner notes that the claim language may lead to misinterpretation, as the claims do 
not sufficiently describe what a path is, what a strip is, and how the path and strip are 
related. The Examiner notes that the Applicant Specifications do not sufficiently 
describe 'path' and 'strip' respectively. The Examiner notes that there is no tangible 
embodiment for said path and strip. 

Claims 1-12 recite limitations for 'determining a quantized angle'. The 
Examiner notes that the claim language may lead to misinterpretation, as the claims do 
not sufficiently describe what a quantized angle is, and the relationship between said 
quantized angle, the path and the plurality of stips. The Examiner notes that the 
Applicant Specifications do not sufficiently describe 'quantized angle'. The Examiner 
notes that there is no tangible embodiment for said quantized angle. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
